b. receiving at the central website from the at least one attendee client a 
selection for convention content information of one convention from the plurality of 
conventions; and 

c. releasing from the central website to the at least one attendee client the 
selected convention content information. 

2. (Original) The method according to claim 1 wherein the at least one 
meeting planner client is a plurality of meeting planner clients.

5. (Original) The method according to claim 1 wherein the convention 
content information is one of cyber-based or venue-based. 

6. (Original) The method according to claim 1 further comprising the 
step of storing in a relational database cross-referencing fields from the meeting planner 
client to allow for the holding of an unlimited number of conventions. 

7. (Original) The method according to claim 1 further comprising, prior 
to step b), the steps of receiving at the central website a search request from the attendee 
client for certain convention content information and releasing to the attendee client 
information satisfying the search request. 

8. (Original) The method according to claim 1 further comprising, prior 
to step c), the steps of receiving at the central website from the attendee client information 
necessary to register for the convention. 

9. (Original) The method according to claim 1 further comprising the 
step of using attendee client information to alert attendee clients of future conventions that 
may be of interest to them. 
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10. (Original) The method according to claim 1 further comprising the 
step of receiving at the central website, from at least one exhibitor client, convention search, 
selection and registration information for at least one convention. 



1 1 . (Original) The method according to claim 1 0 wherein the at least one 
exhibitor client is a plurality of exhibitor clients. 

12. (Original) The method according to claim 10 further comprising the 
step of storing cross-referencing fields from the convention content information in a 
relational database to allow an unlimited number of exhibitor clients.
